DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . In 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 47-60, drawn to a roller comprising means supporting roller for 
traversing movement in an axial direction an a rotary drive mechanism adapted to rotate 
said roller about an axis of rotation. 

Group II, claim(s) 61-68, drawn to a fluid application system having first and 
second rollers supported by first and second pivotable levers.
